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OUR “TESTING LABORATORIES” 


The big industries have debocatees where they 
carefully analyze the raw materials they use and 
test the products they make. Well, friends, I have 
“testing laboratories,” too. Only I call them 
TRIAL GROUNDS. They are plots of ground, 
some of several acres and some no bigger than a 
city lot, where I test seeds and bulbs and plants 
every year. 


I have them planted under average conditions. 
Then, they are closely checked to be sure they are 
true to type. They are watched for vigorous 
growth, to see how well they yield, how freely they 
bloom, and what conditions they favor. 


Every season, | make scores of these test 
plantings just to be sure the things I list for 
you in my catalog are right up to the highest 
standards, and, also, so | can correctly advise 
you on how best to plant and grow them. 





Some of the flowers planted in our show gar- 
den, just west of our main building, are actually 
test seedings and test plantings. Lots of people 
have asked why some of the flower stalks have 
paper bags tied around their tops. Well, it simply 
means that I am doing some cross pollinating to 
see, for example, if the double flowering trait of 
one flower can be induced into the single flowering 
variety of the same flower of a different color. 





There’s also a trial ground plot out east by the 
KMA Radio Tower. There we had quite a block 
of “Pot O’ Gold” Marigold and an. even bigger 
plot of the new Crested Zinnia this past year. 
Both of these tests turned out fine and we have 
packaged seed from those plots for you this year. 





There is still a larger "testing laboratory" on 
the south edge of town where our visitors this 
past season saw test and some seed producing 


and dorens of others. 


On another small farm I had an extensive lot 
of garden seed on test and in an isolated location 
we had one big block of radish seed which made 
a wonderful crop. There are many more but I 
will end my list with my farm and my yard where, 
of course, I'am testing and pe nating all the 
time. 


All of this is done year after year to main- 
tain the superior quality of the things I list for 
you in this catalog—strains of vegetables that 
really yield heavier, flowers that bloom more 
abundantly, plants and trees that grow more 
vigorously.

I wish I could have taken you to each 
one of the fields where MAYGOLD and 
MAYWORTH hybrids were being grown 
last year.
